“On budget balancing,” Halleck 
went on, “he’s offering co-opera- 
tion on an important plank in our 
victory platform of 1946. We'll go 
along with him on economy—may- 
be farther than he wants. 

“But I don’t like his idea for 
socialized medicine. It has been 
turned down three times by a 
Democratic Congress.” 

The President’s labor program 
drew loud applause. Yet many 
Republicans said it didn’t go far 
enough, They may expand it. 
Both the G.O.P. and White House 
agree it must not be “punitive.” 

Differences Over Taxes. 

On taxes, Truman recommended 
only that Congress retain for an- 
other 
fates on luxury items now due to 

end June 30. Republicans have 
been considering ending them im- 
mediately. They have introduced 
a bill to trim 20 per cent from 
personal taxes on incomes up to 


000. 

It's evidently a toss-up whether 
Congress will merge the Army 
and Navy, as the President re- 
quested. Universal training and 
extension of the draft apparently 
are dead even before Truman 
makes definite bids for them. 

Some things Truman requested 
of the last Congress were omitted 
this time. An example: More pay 
for the unemployed. 

“In abandoning some of those 
things,” Halleck said, “he is being 
realistic, The people aren't inter- 
ested in a lot of those things be- 
cause they aren't sound or desir- 
able.”

The Hyde Park Club in Venice, 
Madison county, last of the big 
time East Side gambling casinos 
to keep its doors open since the 
indictment last month of East St. 


Louis and St. Clair County offi- | | 


cials for permitting open gam- 
bling, was dark last night and will 
remain closed until further notice. 

Reason for the closing: The 
Madison county grand jury con- 
venes on Monday at Edwardsville 
and the operators of the Hyde 
Park Club apparently took cog- 
nizance of what happened last 
month in neighboring St. Clair 
County, where two gambling house 
operators, four offiicals and two 
former officials were named in 
grand jury indictments. 

Employes of the club were in- 
formed at closing time early yes- 
terday to call for their pay, and 
not to return until notified. Dice, 
roulette and blackjack games fold- 
ed, and only the handboek oper- 
ated in connection with the casino 
remained open. It, too, is reported 


scheduled for closing before Mon- 


day. 
Closings Left Field Open. 
On Dec. 23 the 200 Club, in the 
City of Madison, failed to open its 
doors, leaving the lucrative East 
Side ng field to the Hyde 
Park Club, with the East St. Louis 
casinos closed by grand jury action 
and for other reasons. Madison 
county law enforcemem officers 
apparently had no part in the clos- 
ing of either the 200 Club or the 
Hyde Park Club. State’s Attorney 
C. W. Burton and Sheriff Dallas 
ll were quoted as saying 
they were not aware either estab- 
lishment was running “except

Zoo's Bottle Babies Thrive; 


Apes Fed by 


Mothers Runty 


That Feeding 


Anthrapoids Either Abandon Their Young at 
Birth or Guard Them So Jealously 


Is Hindered. 


An ape's best friend is not his 
mother—if he happens to have 
been born in captivity. 

That is the conclusion Director 
George P. Vierheller and the mem- 
bers of his staff in charge of 
anthropoids at the Zoo have 
reached after years of experience 


orangutans. Mother apes, they 
find, either abandon their babies 
at birth or guard them so jealously 
the, interfere with their feeding. 


Two cases in point are Sambo, 
an 8&-month-old chimpanzee, bot- 
tle fed after he had been disowned 
by his parents, Chi and Lady, and 
Rusty, 6month-old orangutan, 
who. until a week ago, was left 
to the care of his mother, Jenny. 
Sambo has been graduated by 
Keeper Frank Florsek from a 


— milk, cartose and boiled 
water to a diet of orange juice, 
apples, cereal and baked sweet 
potatoes. He now tips the scales 
at 15 pounds and has acquired all 
except four of his 30 teeth. 

Rusty, raised on his mother’s 
milk, is a runt. He weighs only

five and one half pounds and has 


cut only three teeth, two lowers 
and an upper. Unlike Sambo, 
Rusty cannot stand alone without 
support; but he has already be- 

n to show improvement since 
his transfer from the ape house 
to the home of Moody Lentz, 
superintendent of reptiles and 
mammals. 

Sambo and his elder brother, 
Oofy, brought up at Forsek’s 
home, 4018 North Twenty-fifth 
street, offer a sharp contrast to 
Margaret, another of the Zoo’s 
young chimpanzees, Vierheller 
pointed out. Margaret, left with 
her mother Alice, is now two years 
old and weighs only 18 pounds. 
Oofy, 20 months old, weighs 32 
pounds and is much sharper and 
more active than Margaret. 

Yesterday, Jenny, the orangu- 
tan, gave tacit assent to the Zoo 
policy of raising baby apes on the 
bottle. Confronted with*her son, 
Rusty, she peered at him for sev- 
eral minutes and seemed to be 
mildly interested in the diapers he 
was wearing. Then she accepted 
a lighted cigar from Vierheller 
and climbed to the upper branches 
of the tree in her cage to relax. 
Her maternal worries were over.

GROUP ASKS BOARD 
TO VOID MARRIAGE

The instruction committee of 
the Board of Education today re- 
ferred to the board as a whole a 
request supported by a number 
of teacher and civic organizations 
for abrogation of the board’s rule, 
against employing married wom- 
en as teachers. The committee 
suggested the problem be called 
to the attention of William Burke 
of Washington University, who is 
preparing an over-all: merit sys- 
tem for the board, for his recom- 
mendation. 

Among those appearing before 
the committee today were Mrs. 
M. L. Werner of the League of 
Women Voters; Miss Irene Peter- 
son, president of the Business and 
Professional Women's Club of St. 
Louls/ Robert E. Strickler, presi- 


Council; Charles Kincaid, presi- 
dent of the AFL Teachers Federa- 
tion of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, and Miss Era 8. Ball, of 
the Negro Grade Teachers Asso- 
ciation. 

Mrs. Werner declared the policy, 
which was formulated in 1897, 
was in contradiction to the prin- 
ciples of a real merit system in 
which professional ability ought 
to be the only guide.

J. FRED NOENIGS 
CONFIRMATION PUT OFF 


Circuit Judges Order Inquiry 
Into Record of Ap- 
pointee. 


Confirmation of J. Fred Koenig 
as temporary chief deputy clerk 
of the Circuit Court for Criminal 
Causes was deferred yesterday by 
the Circuit Judges, pending an in- 
vestigation of his record. 

Koenig was placed on probation 
for three years in Jwne, 1944, aft- 
er pleading guilty of black mar- 
keting in whisky and receiving 
an 18-month prison sentence. He 
was placed on probation by Unit- 
ed States District Judge Rubey 
M. Hulen on the urgent request 
of the United States Attorney 
General’s office. 

After being placed on probation, 
Koenig served 14 months in the 
Army. His voting rights were re- 
stored under a presidential procla- 
mation granting full pardons to 
former federal prisoners who had 
served meritoriously in the armed 
service. 
Presiding Judge William K. 
Koerner said Koenig’s name may 
not be placed on the court pay- 
roll unless he is confirmed by the 
judges. A special investigating 
committee, headed by. Circuit 
Judge Robert J. Kirkwood, will 
report back on Koenig’s record at 
another meeting of the judges 
Thursday. 

He took the oath of office yes- 
terday with his chief, Anton Schu- 
ler, clerk of the Circuit Court for 
Criminal Causes. ._ 

Schuler rehired Koenig as su- 
pervisor in hig office last January. 
Now 40 years old, Koenig lives at 
3011A North Twenty-third street. 
A former tavern operator, he was 
linked with Albert Fein as a ring- 
leader in the whisky ring. The 
Government seized 1250 cases of 
liquor held by him. In assessing 
sentences of 18 months’ imprison- 
ment on Koenig and Fein, and 
then granting them probation, 
Judge Hulen said he followed the 
Washington recommendations for 
clemency reluctantly.

AFL meatcutters at nine large 
wholesale meat distributing com- 
panies went on strike today after 
breakdown of negotiations for a 


new contract to supplant one that

The ‘union— AFL Meatcutters’ 
Local 88—announced at the same 
time it was filing a 30-day strike 
notice with the National Labor 
Relations Board against two other 
wholesale distributors who have 
interstate business. 

Nick Blassie, union president, 
said approximately 45 meatcutters 
went on strike when the company 
representatives threatened to with- 
draw an offer of a $5-a-week in- 
crease if the union insisted that 
any increase be retroactive to 
Dec. 16. 

Taylor Sandison, attorney for 
the St. Louis Metropolitan Meat 
Dealers’ Association, said the un- 
ion and the companies had agreed 
that the increase would be retro- 
active only if an agreement were 
r.ached by Jan. 6. The union is 
seeking, in addition to the retro- 
active clause, a $9-a-week increase

STATE LEGISLATURE READY 
TO OPEN ON HARMONY NOTE 


Rivalries Between Senate and House Leader- 
ships to Be Absent at Session 
Tomorrow.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan 7 — 
Preliminary plans.for the organi- 
zation of the Legislature, which 
convenes tomorrow, have the 
stage set ‘or the most business- 
like and harmonious session in 
recent years. The rivalries be- 
tween Senate and House leader- 
ships, which often have ‘delayed 
important legislation for months, 
are absent this year. 

The Senate, in the selection of 
Senator M. C. Matthes of Hills- 
boro for President Pro Tem and 
Senator R. Jasper Smith of 
Springfield for Floor Leader, and 
the House, in the selection of 
Murray E. Thompson of Marsh- 
‘ield for Speaker, and R. J. King 
of St. Clair for Floor Leader, have 
chosen leaders who tempera- 
mentally can work in harmony. 
It is expected they will do so. 

Operational Plans, 

The operational plans call for 
frequent conferences of the man- 
agers of the two houses with a 
view to harmonizing differences 
on legislation, the weeding out in 
one house of measures which the 
leadership believes cannot be 


passed in the other, and detinite 
schemes for expediting the work. 

While Thompson’s hope that the 
work can be completed by May 1, 
can hardly be realized, there is a 
fair chance that the important 
legislation will be disposed of by 
July 1.

There are a few odds and 
ends to be worked out this year, 
but they are routine in character 
and should take little time. 

At causes of Republicans of the 
two houses two months ago, the 
Senate and House officers were 
agreed upon and thus committee 
assignments could be completed 
before the beginning of the ses- 
sion. Both Matthes and Thomp- 
son expect to announce the dom- 
mittees early next week, more 
than 10 days earlier than in most 
sessions. With the committees 
chosen, the Legislature can begin 
to function.

“The leaders of the government 
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are convinced in their minds that 
the Communist-expressed desire to 
participate in a government of the 
type indorsed by the Political Con- 
sultative Conference last January 
had for its purpose only a destruc- 
tive intention, The Communists 
felt, I believe, that the Government 
was insincere in its apparent ac- 
ceptance of the P.C.C. resolutions 
for the formation of the new gov- 
ernment and intended by coercion 
of military force and the action 
of secret. police to obliterate the 
Communist party. j 
“Combined with this mutual deep 
distrust was the conspicuous error 
by both parties of ignoring the ef- 
fect of the fears and suspicions 
oft the other party in estimating 
the reason for proposals or opposi- 
n regarding the settlement of 
various matters under negotiation. 
They each sought only to take 
counsel of their own fears. They 
both, therefore, to that extent took 
a rather lopsided view of each 
situation and were susceptible to 
every evil suggestion or possibility. 
This complication was exagger- 
ated to an explosive degree by the 
confused reports of fighting on 
the distant and tremendous fronts 
of hostile military contact, Patrol 
clashes were deliberately magni- 


tied into large offensive actions. 
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definite liberal group among the 


The distortion of the facts was 
utilized by both sides to heap con- 
demnation on the other. It was 
only through the reports of Ameri- 
can officers in the field teams 
from executive headquarters that 
I could get even a partial idea of 
what' was actually happening and 
the incidents were too numerous 
and the distances too great for the 
AmericAn personnel to cover all of 
the ground. I must comment here 
on the superb courage of the of- 
ficers of our Army and Marines 
in struggling against almost in- 
surmountable and maddening ob- 
stacles to bring some measure of 
peace to China. 


‘Reactionaries’ in Kuomintang. 

“I think the most important fac- 
tors involved in the recent break- 
down of negotiations are these: 
on the side of the national govern- 
ment, which is in erfect the Kuo- 
mingtang party, there si a dom- 
inant group of reactionaries who 
have been opposed, in my opinion, 
to almost every effort I have made 


The investigation of this incident 
was a tortuous procedure of de- 
lays and maneuvers to disguise the 
true and privately admitted facts 
of the case, 


“Sincere efforts to achieve settle- 
ment have been frustrated time 
and again by extremist elements 
of both sides. The agreements 
reached by the political congulta- 
tive conference a year ago were 
a liberal and forward-looking 
charter which then offered China 
a basis for peace and reconstruc- 
tion. However, irreconcilable 
groups within the Kyémintang 
party, interested in the preserva-~ 
tion of their own feudal control 
of China, evidently had no real 
intention of implementing them. 


Dominance by Military. 

“Though I speak as a soldier, T 
must here also deplore the domi- 
nating influence of the military. 
Their dominance accentuates the 
weakness of civil government in 
China. At the same time, in pon- 
— * the situation in China, one 
m have clearly in mind not the 
workings of small Communist 
groups or committees to which we 
are accustomed in America, but 
rather of millions of people and 
an army of more than a million 
men. 


J have never been in a position 
to be certain of the development 
of attitudes in the innermost Chi- 
nese Communist circles. Most cer- 
tainly, the course which the Chi- 
nese Communist party has pur- 
sued in recent months indicated 
an unwillingness to make a fair 
compromise. It has been impossible 
even to get them to sit down at 
a conference table with govern- 
ment representatives to discuss 
given issues. Now the Communists 
have broken off negotiations by 
their last offer which demanded 
the dissolution of the National As- 
sembly and a return to the mili- 
tary positions of Jan. 13 which 
the Government could not be ex- 
pected to accept. 


“Between this dominant reac- 
tionary group in the government 
and the irreconcilable Communists 
who, I must state, did not so ap- 
pear last February, lies the prob- 
lem of how peace and well-being 
are to be brought to the long-suf- 
fering and presently tnarticulate 
mass of the people of China. The 
reactionaries in the government 
have evidently counted on substan- 
tial American support regardless 
of their actions. The Communists 
by their unwillingness to compro- 


mise in the national interest are 
evidently counting on an economic 
collapse to bring about the fall of 
the government, accelerated by ex- 
tensive guerrilla action against the 
long lines of rail communications 
regardless of the cost in suffer- 
ing to the Chinese people. 

The salvation of the situation, 
as I see it, would be the assump- 
tion of leadership by the, liberals 
in the government and in the min- 


who as yet lack the po- 
litical power to exercise a con- 
trolling influence. Successful ac- 
tion on their part under the lead- 
ership of Generalissimo 
Kaj-shek would, I believe, lead to 
unity through good government, 
New Democratic Constitution. 
“In fact, the National Assembly 
has adopted a democratic consti- 
tution which in all major respects 
is in accordance with the princi- 
les laid down by the all-party Po- 
itical Consultative Conference of 
last January. It is unfortunate that 
the Communists did not see fit to 
participate in the Assembly since 
the constitution that has been 
adopted seems to include every 
major point that they wanted. 
“Soon the Government in China 
will undergo major reorganization 
pending the coming into force of 
th: constitution following elec- 
tions to be completed before 
Christmas day 1947. Now that the 
form for a democratic China has 
been laid down by the newly adopt- 
ed constitution, practical measures 
will be the best, It remains to 
be seen to what extent the Gov- 
ernment will give substance to 
the form by a genuine welcome 
of all groups actively to share in 
the responsibility of government. 
“The first will be the re- 
organization of the state council 
and the executive branch of gov- 
ernment to carry on administra- 
tion pending the enforcement of 
the constifution. The manner in 
which this is done and the amount 
of representation accorded to lib- 
erals and non - Kuomintang 
members will be significant. It is 
also to be hoped that during this 
interim period the door will re- 
main open for Communists or 
other groups to participate if they 
see fit to assume their share of 
responsibility for the future of 
China. 
“It has been stated officially 
and categorically that the period 
of political tutelage under the 
Kuomintang is at an end. If the

J have spoken very frankly de- 
cause in no other way can I hope 
to bring the people of the United 
States to even a partial under- 
standing of this complex problem. 
I have expressed all these views 
privately in the course of negotia- 
tions; they are well known I 
think, to most of the individuals 
concerned. I express them now 
publicly, as it is my duty, to pre- 
sent my estimate of the situation 
and its possibilities to the Amerti- 
can people who have a deep in- 
terest in the development of con- 
ditions in the Far East promising 
an enduring peace in the Pa- 
cific.”

point. Nevertheless, it has ap- 

eared to me that there is a 


Communists, especially of young 
men who have turned to the Com- 
munists in disgust at the cor- 


ernments—men who would put 
the interest of the Chinese people 
above ruthless measures to estab- 
lish a Communist ideology in the 
immediate future. 


“The dyed-in-the-wool Commu- 
nists do not hesitate at the most 
drastic measures to gain their 
end as, for instance, the destruc- 
tion of communications in order 
to wreck the economy of China 
and produce a situation that 
would facilitate the overthrow or 
collapse of the government, with- 
out any regard to the immediate 
suffering of the people involved. 
They completely distrust the lead- 
ers of the Kuomintang party and 
appear convinced that every * 
ernment proposal is designed to 
crush the Chinese Communist 
party. I must say that the quite 
evidently inspired mob actions of 
last February and March, some 
within a few blocks of where I 
was then engaged in completing 
negotiations, gave the Commu- 
nists good excuse for such sus- 
picions. 

Provocative Propaganda, 


“However, a very harmful and 
immensely provocative. phase of 
the Chinese Communist party pro- 
cedure has been in the character 
of its propaganda. I wish to state 
to the American people that in 
the deliberate misrepresentation 
and abuse of the action, policies 
and purposes of our government 
this propaganda has been without 
regard for the truth, without any 
regard whatsoever for the facts, 
and has given plain evidence of a 
determined purpose to mislead the 
| Chinese people and the world and 
to arouse a bitter hatred of Amer- 
icans, Jt has been difficult to re- 
main silent in the midst of such 
public abuse and wholesale dis- 
regard of facts, but a denial would 
merely lead to the necessity ot 
daily denials; an intolerable course 
of action for an American official. 

“In the interest of fairness, I 
must state that the Nationalist 
government publicity agency has 
made numerous misrepresenta- 
tions, though not of the vicious 
nature of the Communist propa- 
ganda. Incidentally, the Commu- 
nist statements regarding the An- 
ping incident which resulted in 
the death of three Marines and the 
wounding of 12 others were almost 
pure fabrication, deliberately rep- 
resenting a carefully arranged 
ambuscade of a Marine convoy 
with supplies for the maintenance 
of executive headquarters and 
some UNRRA supplies, as a de- 
fense against a Marine assault.

Policy of Not 


Waldo C. Mayfield Alke, 


‘Who Am I to Take Off 


Jury’s Branding Iron? 
—Discusses Attitude of 


Felon. 


In his first year on the bench 
in a criminal division of the 
Circuit Court, Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield has never granted a 
parole to a man convicted of a 


crime, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter yesterday. 

As part of the same policy of 
making a criminal pay for his 
errors, Judge Mayfield has never 
permitted a criminal to serve con- 


current sentences. When a man 
pleads guilty or is found ty by 
a jury on two or more charges in 
Judge Mayfield’s court, he must 
serve his terms consecutively, not 
concurrently. 

Discussing his views with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in his 
chambers, Judge Mayfield asked: 
“What would be the point of con- 
victing a man and then taking 
it all back? To parole a man im- 
mediately after he is found guilty 
only oduces contempt for the 
law. at would be the incentive 
for a man to stay honest if he 
always had to rub shoulders with 
a criminal out on parole?” 

He denied a report that he had 
refused to accept applications for 
parole and pointed out that the 
applications normally are made di- 
rectly to the parole officer, Law- 
rence McDaniel. 

Of the scores convicted in Judge 


Mayfield's court, only 25 men and 


women sentenced to the Work- 
house or the City Jail filed appli- 
cations for le. Two of these 
were denied by Judge Mayfield. 
He took no action on the other 
23 applications, most of which 
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were filed by second and third 
offenders. 
Accepts Jury’s Decision. 

Of those sentenced in his court 
to the state penitentiary, none has 
been released on parole thus far 
by the Board of Probation and 
Parole. None would be eligible 
for parole until he had served at 
least one-fifth of his term. 


Judge Mayfield continued: 
“When a jury puts its branding 
iron on axman, who am I to take 
it off? Yes, there have been times 
when I felt an innocent man was 
found guilty by a jury. But I 
feel that 12 heads are better than 
this one. I always accept the 


Jjury's decision.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 7 (AP) — 
J. L. Morrill, president of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, told dele- 
gates to the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association convention 
today that he regretted the Big 
Nine had succumbed to the foot- 
ball bowl craze.” 

The Western Conference last 
fall signed a five-year agreement 
with the Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence to send its football champion 
to Pasadena, Calif., for the Rose 
Bowl game. 

In his speech, Morrill also de- 

clared that “intercollegiate foot- 

ball is ready for a killing by the 

gamblers and when that killing 

takes place it will rock our big 

stadiums to their very founda- 
* 

He added that bowl games are 
not a help to protect football 
from evil influences.” 

Five-Point Program, 

Tomorrow the N.C.AA. dele- 
gates will receive the five-point 
program drawn up yesterday by 
the conference of conferences in 
which the 252 colleges making up 
the organization are asked to 
apply sanctions against the schools 
which do not live up to the code. 

The threat of a schedule boy- 
cott would be the means of en- 
forcing the basic code of ama- 
teurism in athletics, according to 
recommendations drawn up by the 
N.C.A.A.’s “conference of confer- 
ences” here yesterday. 

The group, representing virtually 
every college conference and 2 
number of so-called independent 
schools, recommends a set of five 
principles which it proposes to 
implement with an agreement that 
the schools which adhere to them 
will not play the non-conformist 
schools. b 

Back to First Principles. 

This hot potato will be handed 
over to the regular N. C. A. A. con- 
vention tomorrow and is certain to 
provoke a battle of words. 

The principle on amateurism not 
only reaffirms the standard Ama- 
teur Athletic Union and Olympic 
definition of an amateur, but adds 
that “any college athlete who 
takes pay for participation in ath- 
letics does not meet this defini- 
tion of an amateur.” 

Under this principle, room and 
board usually supplied to scholar- 
ship athletes is outlawed unless 
an athlete actually works for it. 

The Southeastern Conference, 
which permits athletic scholar- 
ships including room and board, 
books and other necessities, is held 
up as the principal non-conform- 
ist group. The Southeastern con- 
ference previously had indicated it 
would change its rules to conform 
with any adopted by the N. C. A. A. 

A second principle on “institu- 
tional control and responsibility,” 
on which the N.C.A.A. was founded 
in 1905, says that the college itself 
in the final analysis shall exercise 
them. 

The third principle, “sound aca- 
demie standards,” decrees that an 
athlete must be admitted to a col- 
lege in the same manner as any 
other student and maintain the 
game academic standards. 

Undercover subsidies are hit in 
he fourth principle, dealing with 
“financial aids to athletes.” This 
rules out all payments to athletes 
other than through regular grants 
and scholarships open to all stu- 
dents. An exception is made, how- 
ever, for Government grants and 
scholarships, which may cover 
more than just tuition. Pay for 
student jobs may not be excessive 
and no athlete is to be deprived 
of a scholarship for failure to com- 
pete in athletics, 

Fire the “Traveling Salesmen.” 

After considerable discussion, a 
fifth principle was adopted decree- 
ing that no member of an athletic 
staff or official representative of 
athietic interests may engage in 
off-campus solicitation of students 
or offer financial aid to prospec- 
tive students. 

The implementation clause car- 
ries the “sanction” weapon, but 
since the N.C.AA. is an advisory 
and not a regulatory organization, 
it has no police power. 

The organization, if it adopts 
the implementation clause, would 
expect each college member to act 
as its own policeman by boycotting 
colleges which are known to vio 
late the code.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7 (AP) 
~Harold Dade, a relatively un- 
known 23-year-old 12-to-l1 under- 
dog, pounded out a unanimous 15- 
round decision last night to end 


little Manuel Ortiz’s five-year 
reign as the National Boxing As- 
sociation’s world bantamweight 
champion. 

Ortiz, putting his title on the 
block for the sixteenth time, took 
the lead in the early rounds, but 
Dade turned in a display of ‘clev- 
er : that had the champion 
floundering vainly trying to land 
ewinging punches in the final 
rounds. 

There were no knockdowns. 
Each fighter weighed 117% 


pounds. 

The California Mexican from 
El Centro yielded a crown that 
he had defended against all com- 
ers since he won it from Lou 
Salica in 1942. 

Dade, Chicago Negro, built up 
an impressive record as an ama- 
teur in the Middle West berore he 
entered the Navy during the war. 
He turned professional after his 

and had a string of 21 
wins in 22 fights. 

Ortiz, 3l-year-old lettuce farm- 
er, went after Dade in his usual 
stalking fashion in the opening 
rounds, won the first two and hurt 
the challenger in the second. 

But Dade turned cagey, bounc- 
ing in and out to shower the 
champion with blows to the face. 
His uppercuts had Ortizes head 
bobbing and he won the third and 
fitth to pile up a lead. 

Ortiz, slower than usual, 
couldn't outpunch the challenger 
after that except during a rally 
in which he won the seventh 
round with body punches. 

Sensing defeat, Ortiz tried his 
best to match Dade's pace, but 
his opponent piled up too big a 
margin in the final three rounds. 

Referee Billie Burke gave Dade 
87 ½½ points to Ortiz’s 77%. Judge 
Ray Lunney tallied Dade 86 and 
Ortiz 69. Judge Jack Downey 
awarded Dade 86% points to the 
Mexican's 78%. 

A surprised capacity crowd pay- 
ing $21,000 saw the upset. 

Dade had never fought here 
and Ortiz had defended his title 
here by knockouts twice in the 
past year. He knocked out Luis 
Castillo in 13 rounds last Febru- 
ary and Jackie Jurich in 11 
rounds in June. 


WALCOTT DEFEATS 
MAXIM ON POINTS 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7 (AP) 
A short, squat, aging slugger 
named Jersey Joe Walcott was 
the most likely candidate today 
to become the next bit of fodder 
for heavyweight champion Joe 
Louis's cannons—the same Louis 
for whom Walcott served as spar- 
ring partner more than 10 years 
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The Camden, N. J., Negro who 
admits to 32 years but probably 
is closer to 40, earned the dubious 
honor of a possible spring bout 
with Louis by winning a dull 10- 
round decision last night over 
Joe Maxim of Cleveland, O. The 
24-year-old Maxim had beaten 
Walcott in an unpopular decision 
last summer. 

A crowd of 9980 who paid 333, 
77250 to witness the Convention 
Hall heavyweight scrap, alter- 
nately booed and cheered, depend- 
ing on whether Maxim was will- 
ing or unwilling to fight it out 
with Walcott. 

As it turned out, in the only 
round in which the two slugged it 
out, Walcott-won the edge by a 
narrow margin. That was the 
tenth and final round and it was 
Maxim's do-or-die stanza. 

He had kept his right under 
wraps while Walcott was piling up 
a.big margin on the strength of 
more aggressive tactics and more 
vicious close fighting. 

Judge Harry Laski scored six 
rounds for Walcott and four for 
Maxim while Judge Lou Costella 
awarded Walcott six rounds, Max- 
im three and called one even.

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Russians Failing in Socialization 
Of Romania, Expected to Speed Up 
Time Table as Withdrawal Nears 


Great Majority of Citizens Haven’t Become 
Communists, or Even Pro-Marxist—Only 


Bold Measures Seem Likely to Consolidate . 


Soviet Position.

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NE must assume the Russians have a timetable for consolidating 
Qe unique position in the Danubian countries. Soviet Army | 

units have been in most of Romania since September 1944. It is 
believed that between 200,000 and 250,000 Russian troops are garrisoned 
in various sections of this ample country today. Yet the first impres- 
sion, returning to Bucharest after six years, is one of surprising 


normalcy. 


As the French say, the more too mixed in composition, as yet 


things change.the more they are 
the same. Certainly neither the 
pleasure-loving upper-class Ro- 
manians nor the strongly individ- 
walistic peasants seem to have 
changed one whit. Nor do the 
present government’s propaganda 
techniques differ very much from 
those I encountered here in 1940. 
Even the somewhat rundown 
Athenase Palace Hotel is the same 
mecca of gossip, intriguers and 
plaincilothes observers that it al- 
ways was. 

So you might think the Roman- 
fans had been playing a non-stop 
game of musica] chairs; a fair 
number of new faces with many 
of the old tunes. But this is a 
much too skeptical people to take 
many things at their face value, 
including the announced results 
of the Nov. 19 elections. Being 
skeptical from long experience, 
few Romanians expected any bal- 
lot-box revolution. This country 
has never had a real chance for 
a ballot-box revolution. Being 
practical and flexible, most edu- 
cated Romanians looked forward 
to how the published electoral re- 
sults would affect the policies of 
Bucharest’s Communist-dominated 
government. In other words, will 
the Soviet-Communist ~ timetable 
for Romania be speeded up? 

This is an important question 
because Romania today is far 
from having been made over into 
a near-image of her powerful 
neighbor, the Soviet Union. 

‘Iron Curtain’ Exaggerated. 

All this “iron curtain” talk in 
the United States is highly mis- 
leading, as well as exaggerated. 
It would be more accurate to say 
that countries like Hungary and 
Romania are behind a Red picket 
fence. 

Perhaps the most surprising 
thing about Romania, in fact, is 
the remarkably slight progress 
that has yet been made here to- 
ward “commmunizing” the country 
or toward establishing a Marxist 
economy. Every experienced ob- 
server hereabouts seems to expect 
that these innovations will come 
along in due time. But they 
haven't even started yet. It's ex- 
tremely curious. The free and in- 
dependent Czechs — without 80 
much as a company of Soviet 
troops on their soil—have adonted 
60 per cent state ownership of in- 
dustries by free parliament vote. 
Not a single step toward a social- 
ized econamy has yet been taken 
in Sovietoccupied Hungary and 
Romania where Communist mi- 
norities really dominate the gov- 
ernments. 

Here in Romania the “bloc of 
Gemocratic parties.” frankly 
steered or controlled by the Com- 
munists, put up a remarkably non- 
Marxist electora) platform. It 
pledged no abolition of private 
property, no separation of the 
church and state, no change in the 
form of government. Some observ- 
ers and many Romanians regard 
this as an “interim” program. 
They expect socialistic alterations 
later on, and their expectations 
are logical enough. 


Two Questions Raised. 


As of today the interesting 
is that neither the Romanian Com- 
munists nor the Kremlin leaders 
have shown a desire for swift and 
radical social-economic reforms 
here. Inevitably, however, the gov- 
ernment'’s hurdling of elections 
(with announced results entirely 
satisfactory to those in power) has 

the two questions: How 
long before a socialistic or com- 
munistic program begins? How 
much when it does begin? 

It seems likely that the first in- 
dications must come well within 
the first six months of 1947. Both 
the local Communist leaders and 


the Kremlin are being pressed by 


outside developments. Biggest of 
these will be the completion of the 
postwar treaty with Romania (and 
equally so in regard to Hungary 
and its treaty). For once these 
treaties are signed some time limit 
for the withdrawal of Soviet troops 
of occupation must be set. Obvi- 
ously the Russians do not want to 
withdraw their divisions from any 
Danubian or Balkan countries be- 
fore they can feel that these na- 
tions’ governments and economic 
orientation are safely consolidated 
in pro- Soviet directions. To 
achieve this degree of political re- 
liability, from the Communist 
viewpoint, would seem to require 
a speed-up along “socializing” or 
“communizing” lines. 

This is where the mutual dilem- 
ma of the Romanian Communist 
leaders and of Moscow comes into 
the picture. Just as the “iron cur- 
tain” is more like a picket fence, 
regardless of Communist control 
of the police and domination in 
government, so Communist control 
of the whole of Romania’s admin- 
istrative apparatus or of its econ- 
omy is still far from complete. 

Weakness of Local Parties. 

Here, as in Hungary, the Com- 
munist parties are at once too 
proportionately small in numbers,

too undisciplined and ‘ possessed 
with comparatively few experi- 
enced men. Although first-rank 
leaders are exceptionally able they 
are greatly handicapped by a 
shortage of efficient lieutenants 
and secondary executives. The 
masses, especially the peasants, 


Communist parties. 


The convinced Marxists in Ro- 
mania and Hungary accordingly 
have a big job on their hands, If 
they push too fast they may crys- 
tallize much popular opposition. 
Yet time runs short. The conclud- 
ed treaties must lead to with- 
drawal of Soviet Army occupa- 
tional forces. Then the Commu- 
nists in Danubian countries must 
stand on their own feet, largely 
by their own power and ability. 


Some of the shrewdest observ- 
ers here say Romania is lagging 
behind from the Soviet viewpoint. 
It hasn’t even got a people’s re- 
public, but rather a constitutional 
monarchy. And the present con- 
stitution gives King Michael a 
good deal of authority; probably 
considerably more than Russia 
would prefer. So you hear specu- 
lation in Bucharest. 

Will the Communist-dominated 
government start a move before 
long to form a constituent assem- 
bly? Such a body could produce 
a new constitution limiting the 
King's powers. Obviously, it 
would be drafted to provide much 
greater leeway to Marxist reform- 
ists of the extreme left. Commun- 
ist leaders here merely say that 
the question of a constituent as- 
sembly “is not on the table.” Some 
others predict that it's likely to 
be before many months. If or 
when it crops up, that subject can 
scarcely fail to precipitate a per- 
sonal crisis for King Michael. 


Obstacles to Change. 


In any case it seems fairly cer- 
tain that the Soviet- Communist 
timetable for Romania (and prob- 
ably for Hungary) will be speeded 
up in 1947. To do this the local 
Communists may have to take 
some bold and drastic measures. 
That will not be simple, because 
the great majority of Romanians 
have not become Communists, or 
even pro-Marxist. They are both 
Latins and peasants—which means 
they cling tenaciously to their per- 
sonal ideas and they are tough 
material for regimentation of any 
kind. 

One other factor may limit or 
embarrass the freedom of action 
of the Communist-led Bucharest 
government. A terrible crop dis- 
aster, caused by nearly three 
months of drouth, has reduced 
millions of Romanians to near- 
starvation levels for months to 
come. When people go hungry 
they blame the government in 
power. They also develop a mood 
for violence. * 

Since the same situation exists 
in Hungary, the Soviet time-table 
for these Danubian countries is 
confronted by serious obstacles in- 
deed. Whatever you want to call 
the “curtain” out in front, report- 
ers can still visit these countries 
and observe for themselves. What 
you note particularly is that Soviet 
or Communist controls are not 
yet consolidated. To consolidate 
them or to make them thoroughly 
communistic will take both time 
and trouble. The Romanians and 
the Magyars have been “occupied” 
before—but they are still Magyars 
and Rorhanians, each in their own 
way hard to assimilate.

Thus a new phase has opened. 
Diplomatic negotiations must now 
be started to spell out, in a more 
binding and formal manner, the 
recommendations of the Atomic 
Energy Commission report.

More Important Question.

After familiarity 
has dispelled the first wise chill 
in the hearts of men, will the 
issue be allowed to deteriorate to 
the status of disarmament in the 
twenties and thirties? Or will 
the United States press onward 
toward a final solution? 

The heart of the problem Is 
still persuading the Soviet Union 
to join in an atomic control sys- 
tem comprising effective safe- 
guards. At the last meeting of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Soviet member, Andrei Gromyko, 
neither accepted nor rejected the 
system proposed by Baruch and 
approved by all other delegates 
except Lange of Poland.

That leaves 
a neutral situation, which gives 
no grounds for pessimism, yet does 
not provide the best climate for 
resuming the effort in New York.

The chiefs of the Soviet state 
have now had the advantage of 
the. elaborate education in the 
nature of the problem which 
Baruch carefully gave their rep- 
resentatives in New Tork. Their 
most important and informed ex- 
pert, the physicist Dmitri Viadi- 
mirovitch Skobeltsin, was recalled 
to Moscow for consultation in Oc- 
tober, after being completely con- 
vinced of the good sense of the 
American viewpoint. 

For all these reasons, it will be 
only sensible to take informal 
soundings at Moscow. 

When discussions are resumed, 
whether in Moscow or New York, 
this country will have additional 
leverage to apply to the situation. 
Although this greatest issue of 
our times continues to be danger- 
ously enveloped in a fog of sec- 
recy, there have been rifts in the 
general darkness. Through one 
of these, evidence has leaked out 
confirming the report, first print- 
ed in this space, of the vastly in- 
creased value now placed upon 
the peace-time uses of atomic 
energy. 

Reduction in Power Costs. 

One authority says recent im- 
provements in the design of 
atomic power plants have divided 
the cost of power production al- 
most by three. Previously pub- 
lished figures show that power 
could be produced by atomic 
energy only about 30 per cent 
more expensively than the na- 
tional average for power from 
coal. By inference, if the new 
hopes are not disappointed, atomic 
energy plants of the improved de- 
sign can produce power consider- 
ably more cheaply than coal-burn- 
ing plants. 

This is a fact of the deepest 
economic significance to the 
United States. It is still more im- 
portant to the Soviet Union, 
whose vast, undeveloped spaces 
and weak transport system place 
an incalculable premium on any 
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economical power plant which 
does not burn a great weight of 
fuel. : 

This means that the induce- 
ments for the Russians to join 
with the United States have been 
proportionately increased. At the 
same time, it can now be stated 
that the reports of the American 
willingness to make reasonable 
compromises on atomic energy 
control, also first printed in this 
space, were confirmed by recent 
events in New York. If the sup- 
port of the other delegations had 
not been forthcoming, the Amer- 
ican delegates were actually pre- 
paring to alter the language of 
the disputed sections of the com- 
mission report to meet the views 
of the colleagues. From every 
standpoint, one can still hope that 
determined statesmanship can 
build well and truly in the year 
ahead upon the broad foundation 
laid by Baruch in the year now 
past.

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The President's Message 


if it was tthe President's purpose yesterday to 
conciliate the Republican majority and to express 
general aims to be defined by that majority, his 
message on the State of the Union may be con- 
sidered a success. But to those who hoped that 
Mr. Truman would offer more definite leader- 
ship and, even in the eclipse of his party, submit 
a program for the record, the speech leaves much 
to be desired. : 

There is little in the speech with which any 


| well-informed person would quarrel, but its lack 


of controversiality is itself a weakness. The mes- 
sage bears a disconcerting resemblance to the 
fine generalities with which candidates for of- 
fiee are wont to stud their speeches; the ideals 
are unassailable, but it does not come to grips 
enough with the specific issues of the day. 


The character of the President's approach to 


legisiation is illustrated by what he had to say | 


on the most important domestic problem-—labor. 
He made some excellent recommendations, but 
left several pressing questions untouched, The 
matter of legislation on portal-to-portal pay, 
which arises from a Supreme Court decision 
which obviously goes beyond the intention of the 
law as passed by Congress, the President ignored. 

He unged a bill to outlaw jurisdictional strikes 
and suggested limited measures to curb the sec- 
ondary beycott as a means of enforcing union 
demands. He also favored provision whereby 
disputes over an existing labor contract may 
be referred by either party to binding arbitra- 
tion. 

As for strikes in vital industries affecting the 
public interest, he suggested a study and rec- 
ommendations by 20-member commission to be 
appointed partly by Congress and partly by 
himself. Senator Taft and his colleagues, on the 
other hand, propose to go ahead with broad leg- 
isiation in the labor field without waiting for a 
commission to investigate and report. 

A milder form of the Case bill, vetoed by 
President Truman last June, is being prepared 
for reintroduction. This will deal with several 
points not touched on by the President, such as 
a requirement for unions to publish annual fi- 
naneial reports, the prohibition of strikes for or- 
ganizing purposes, the outlawing of foremen’s 
unions, and a law to make unions liable for dam- 
ages for a broken contract. These things will be 
threshed out in Congress, where responsibility 
ultimately must rest, rather than with any out- 
side panel. 

With an eye to keeping the surprisingly large 
labor vote they polled in November, the Repub- 
licans have joined President Truman in going on 
record against “punitive” labor legislation. But 
they, more than the President, show a disposi- 
tion to give effect to the undoubted publie de- 
sire to endow unions with more legal responsi- 
bility than they were given under the New Deal, 

Like any well-meaning federal official, Prem 
dent Truman wants to balance the budget and 
reduce the debt, provide outlets for farm sur- 
pluses, unify the armed forces and unelog the 
channels of foreign trade. His words, however, 
lacked specifie content, as did his utterance on 
the development of natural resources. “In the 
development of the great river systems of Amer- 
ica, there is the major opportunity of our gen- 
eration to contribute to the increase of the na- 
tional wealth,” be said. But there was no men- 
tion of legislation necessary to bring into being 
a Missouri Valley Authority, a Columbia Valley 
Authority, or any other agency necessary to ef- 
fectuate this pious wish, 

In the international field, which was touched 
on only briefly, President Truman appears to 
think things are going along about as well as 
can be expected. His pronouncement on atomic 
energy control took no direct note of the im- 
perative issue of whether the veto power shall 
or shall not be permitted in any plan to outlaw 
weapons of mass destruction, 


The President went as far as the dignity of 


his high office permits in extending the olive 
branch to the Republican majority. I come to 
. „ discuss with you the manner in which you 
and I shall fulfill our obligations to the Ameri- 
ean people in the next two years,” he said in 
opening his address. And in his peroration he 
said, “If we can work in a spirit of understand- 
ing and mutual respect, we can fulfill this sol- 
emn obligation which rests upon us.” 

The way is open for the Republicans to take 
the initiative. If the President remaing as pli- 
able as hig speech yesterday indicates he will, 
they can make or break themselves with their 
record in the next two years. The G,O.P, can 
show itself moribund or constructive, a party of 
reaction or of conservative progress.

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The Price of Butter 
The Department of Justice, with very good 


reason, has launched an investigation of market 


rigging on butter in New York. The Dairy- 
men’s League Co-operative Association, repre- 
senting 60 per cent of the producers in the 
New York milkshed, has admitted buying up- 
ward of 500,000 pounds of butter to sustain 
the price past the deadline for setting milk and 
butter prices in New York for the month of 
January. 

Farmers’ co-operatives have been treated very 
generously by the Government, They have been 
exempted from business taxes levied on private 
companies and given the aid and sanction of 
the Department of Agriculture. 


It is open to question whether they can be 
reached by an anti-trust prosecution, but it 18 
time te find out. If eo-operatives try to rig the 
market against the consumer, and to sustain 
artificial pric® by artificial searcity, they should 
be subject to the same penalties—and the same 
taxes—as other predatory enterprises. 

A move to lift tax exemptions now enjoyed 
by co-operatives has been kicking around Con- 
gress for some time, and the policy of the Dairy- 
men's League is a sure way to guarantee its 
success, 

Meanwhile, it is worth noting that butter 
prices in St. Louis, in the center of an area 
naturally adapted to dairying, are higher than 
they are in New York City. The retail and 
wholesale price of butter has fallen here re- 
cently, but the wholesale price in St. Louis is stil] 
several cents higher than the price of 69 cents 
at which Swift & Co. is contracting to sell 
butter to state institutions in the Midwest. 

We are moved to inquire, in the plaintive

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vernacular, How come? It might be worth while 
for the Anti-trust Division to take a look at 
the underpinning of dairy prices in the Midwest 
as well as in the Zast. 
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Reforms for Naval Courts 

Both the Army and Navy now have recom- 
mendations for improving military justice. Pro- 
posals for reform of naval courts-martial were 
made by the Very Rev. Robert J. White, dean 
of the Catholic University Law School and 3 
former chaplain. His suggestions are excellent, 
but they do not come as close to answering fun- 
damental criticism as those offered the Army by 
a Bar Association committee. 

Father White suggests that the Navy adopt sev- 
eral personal guarantees which are basic in civil 
life. These would require speedy trial with We- 
fendant ehoosing his own defense counsel. And he 
w@uld not have to testify against himself, or be 
placed twice in jeopardy. Certainly these guar- 
antees should be a part of new legislation which 
the Navy will sponsor in Congress, ; 

But the severest criticism of military justice 
has centered on (1) the commander’s authority 
over courts, which tends to allow him to 
judge and jury, and to use trials mainly for 
ciplinary purposes; (2) the failure to permit 
listed men to serve on courts, 
cries of favoritism toward officers; and (3) 
absence of experienced legal personnel to handle 
trials. 

The Bar Association committee answered all 
three. It suggested removal of Army courts from 
the system of command, participation by enlist- 
ed men and expansion of the Judge Advocate's 
authority, The recommendations to the Navy do 
not touch on the first two points. Yet they un- 

rlie the Navy's odd juridical system, as de- 

ribed by V. Adm. Taussig, who was senior 


member of the naval clemency board. “Courts” 


usually impose excessively severe sentences,” he 
said, “which are mitigated with monotonous reg- 
ularity.“ 

This indicates a hasty disciplinary system rath- 
er than courts of law, Maybe some of the ree 
forms suggested for the Army would have to be 
altered for shipboard conditions, but still they 
apply. The Navy Department should consider the 
Army’s report from a committee of expert attor- 
neys. Otherwise it will preserve a trial process 
that is a relic of a sailing ship fleet. 
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Our New Commander in Europe 

Lt. Gen, Lucius D. Clay is the logical sueces- 
sor of Gen. McNarney as commander of United 
States occupation forces in Europe. He is now 
deputy commander and deputy military governor. 


. While Gen. Eisenhower was still in Germany, 


Gen. Clay went Overseas to direct the United 
States Group Control Council which was re- 
sponsible for the early occupation policy. No 
other high-ranking officer has been as close to 
and as much a part of our effort in Germany as 
the quick, active Georgian who now becomes our 
top man in Europe. 

But Gen. Clay’s characteristic of quickness has 
not always been to the benefit of the American 
occupation. The precipitate drafting and issu- 
ance of Law No. 8&—the unworkable denazifica- 
tion law--is a case in point. Given a sound oc- 
cupation policy in Washington, Gen. Clay can 
make his best contribution as commander by core 
recting the mistakes which he has seen in his ex- 
perience as deputy. If trial and error in Ger- 
many were inevitable, steady improvement is 
necessary. Gen. Clay's assignment is as difficult 
a one as the Army can offer. 
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So Simple Addition 

1, St. Louis issued only 1252 permits for new 
one-family houses last year—less than one-half 
as many as in 1042 and only one-sixth as many 
as in 1928, (Young men returned from the wars 
meanwhile dwell with their wivés and children 
in eoal bins and unheated garages.)

Relief for Greece? 

Seven members of Parliament have asked Bri- 
tain to adopt a completely new policy on Greece. 
These proposed reversals in the British program 
not only offer some hope of rescue for Greek 
democracy, but they reveal starkly why it is suf- 
fering. 1 

The committee suggests formation of an all- 
party Greek Government, because the present 
Government is a rightist-emonarchist monopoly. 
It proposes new elections with an “up-to-date” 
election register, because previous election lists 
were full of frauds, and the election results were 
questioned. ; 

Restoration of constitutional liberties in Greece 
also is suggested, simply because now there are 
almost none, and rightist oppression has answered 
leftist revolt. The committee also would require 
the Athens Government to stop naming the offi- 
cers for trade unions, for that is an obvious 
means of suppressing the labor movement. 

Finally, under these proposals, the British 
would guarantee Greek frontiers, and British 
troops would get out. This would relieve the 
Greek fear of being kicked about between Rus- 
sian influence on the border and British oceu- 
pation within. | 

The committee that drew up these proposals 
has visited Greece. Its members represent all 
three major British parties. Their opinien is 
so sound, and so considerate of Greek hopes and 
demoeratic aspirations, that it deserves accept- 
ance by the Labor Government,

This letter is from a St. Louis attorney 
who recently returned from a visit to his 
former home in Italy. 


— — 


Alcide De Gasperi, the first premier of 
Italy’s Republic and leader of the Chris- 
tian-Democrats, the largest Italian party, 
has arrived as America’s guest. His record 
as an uncompromising anti-Fascist, and as 
the able leader of Italy’s six-party Govern- 
ment, mdke him probably the best spokes- 
man for his country, Although the purpose 
of his visit has not been officially stated, 
press reports confirm that he will be pri- 
marily concerned with economic prob- 
Jems. 

Italy has survived her economic crisis 
through the help of UNRRA, which has 
made possible the subsistence of the people 
at a minimum level of 1700 calories, and 
the rehabilitation of agriculture and indus- 
try, respectively, at 70 per cent and 50 per 
cent of prewar production. Since UNRRA 
will be out of existence in 1947, 46,000,000 
Italians face the new year with a shortage 
of cereals, coal and basic raw materials, 
and with utterly inadequate resources of 
foreign exchange with which to purchase 
materials abroad. 


An Impossible Dilemma 


Italian exports, which in 1946 exceeded 
$350,000,000, are estimated at more than 
$450,000,006 in 1947. These exports will pro- 
vide foreign currency for less than one half 
of the amount needed to feed the people 
and reactivate Italian industry. 

Thus an impossible dilemma is confront- 
ing the Italian Government: either to use 
the available foreign exchange to purchase 
the needed food, or to provide the coal and 
the raw materials which are necessary for 
the rehabilitation of Italian industry. Yet 
without coal, ships and railroads do not 
operate, The distribution of food would be 


imperiled without the functioning of trans- 
portation industries. 

Furthermore, setting back industrial re- 
covery would not only delay any ultimate 
adjustment of Italy’s economy, but would 
also immediately multiply the present 
2,500,000 unemployed, That would increase 
the causes of economic instability and 
political unrest. 

Recent widespread food riots and sym- 
pathy strikes point to the urgency of the 
situation, They undermine De Gasperi’s 
middle-of-the-road Government, which is a 
miracie of political compromise, and pos- 
sibly represents the only alternative to the 
complete dominance by the Left or by the 
Right. 


The Rise of Extremists 


The notable success of the Communists, 
on the one hand, and of Common Man 
party, which recently joined with the Mon- 
archists, on the other hand, are explainable 
mainly in economic terms and in the fail- 
ure of the Government to mitigate the con- 
ditions of the peace treaty, which, rightly 
or wrongly, the Italians consider much too 
harsh, after about two years of co 
belligerency. Many Italians are losing faith 
in the great democracies, and look with 
envy to the strong support offered by Rus- 
sia to her satellites and friends. 

Yet the majority of Italians are grateful 
for America’s economic and political as- 
sistance. They remember that the only 
kind word addressed to their delegate, 
Premier De Gasperi, when he vainly plead- 
ed Italy's case at the Paris meeting, was 
spoken by our Secretary of State Byrnes. 

De ’Gasperi is now visiting Washing- 
ton for what seems to be a final plea for 
Italy’s desperate economic situation, A 
helping hand may well prove to be a sound 
investment in democracy.

therefore alien to the American mind.

Congressman Knutson. 

Since 1917, Knutson has been a 
member of Congress. He is a 
prime example of how the senior- 
ity system works in Congress. 

Stocky, bull-voiced Congressman 
Knutson has through the years 
ridden the convenient escalator of 
seniority. It has carried him up 
and, with him, a set of prejudices 
and convictions that are at least 
pre-World War I, if not pre- 
Spanish-American War. 

Now, thanks to the ‘seniority 

, Knutson becomes chair- 
man of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House, Thereby 
he becomes one of the most pow- 
erful figures in the new Congress. 


Spokesman of Business.

Back to McKinley’s Day? 


Recently in California, Dr. Ste- 
phen Enke of the University of 
California at Los Angeles told the 
Pacific Coast Economic Associ- 
ation some plain truths.

“The issue is really this. Public 
opinion will have to force Con- 
gress to change its attitude and 
reduce tariffs, or the United States 
will have to give up its dream of 
leadership in world trade.” 

And if we give up that dream, 
the world goes back to the system 
of preferential trading, to self- 
sufficiency, to the thousand and 
one devices that meant.in the end 
not economic warfare but shoot- 
ing warfare, The choice is very 
clear. The next two years will 
determine the outcome. 


Is the Congressman from Man- 
hattan Beach subject to public 
opinion? That is the question be- 
fore the House. Can he be per- 
suaded to modify his pre-William 
McKinley point of view on tariff 
and taxes? 


Apparently in his own staunchly 
Republican district, Knutson has 
never had tc worry about opinion. 
He can become the mouthpiece of 
reactionary business and yet the 
voters of the Sixth Minnesota Dis- 
trict send him back to Washing- 
ton time after time. The solid 
figure of Harold Knutson moving 
up on the seniority escalator, his 
prejudices out of the past un- 
touched and intact, is a symbol of 
today.

Bilbo and State Sovereignty 


ENATOR ELLENDER of Louisiana is quoted in the Washington 
Go as saying the Bilbo case is a “shameful attempt to interfere 
with the sovereign rights of the State of Mississippi.” That is a 
serious accusation, and if the Senator can sustain it, then not only 
should Bilbo be seated but the Senate should offer its humble apolo- 
gies for all the trouble to which two committees of the Senate have 


subjected him. 


But as a matter of fact Senator 
Ellender is himself the chairman 
of one of the two committees that 
have investigated Bilbo. Presuma- 
bly, then, it was not an interfer- 
ence with the sovereign rights of 
the State of Mississippi to inquire 
into the charges that in the pri- 
maries and in the election Bilbo 
violated the Federal Constitution, 
the federal criminal code, and the 
Hatch Act. 


The Senate Decides. 


The committee which investi- 
gated these charges consisted of 
five Senators. Three of them, 
Mr. Ellender himself, Mr. Elmer 
Thomas of Oklahoma, and Mr. 
Maybank of South Carolina, de- 
cided after hearing the evidence 
that Bilbo “had been duly and 
legally elected to represent the 
State of Mississippi.” Two of them, 
Mr. Bridges of New Hampshire 
and Mr. Hickenlooper of Iowa, de- 
cided after hearing the evidence 
that Bilbo’s credentials are tainted 
“with fraud and corruption.“ 

All that a majority of the Senate 
has done is to deny Bilbo a seat 
until the whole Senate can decide 
whether it agrees with Messrs. 
Ellender, Thomas and Maybank or 
with Messrs. Bridges and Hicken- 
looper. 

Now it cannot be an interference 
with the sovereign rights of the 
State of Mississippi for the Senate 
as a whole to judge for itself 
whether it agrees with its own 
committee. If there was any inter- 
ference with the sovereignty of 
Mississippi, it occurred when Mr. 
Eliender himself agreed to investi- 
gate the charges. But if Mr. 
Ellender could investigate Bilbo's 
election, then it cannot be “shame- 
ful” for the rest of the Senate to 
investigate Bilbo's election. 


Constitutional View. 


The right of the Senate to be 
the “judge” of Bilbo's “elections, 
returns and qualifications’ comes 
Mirectly from the Constitution (Ar- 
ticle I. Section 8, Paragraph 1). 
There is no doubt that this impor- 
tant article in the Constitution is 
an “interference” with the sov- 
ereign rights of the State of Mis- 
sissippi and of every other state 
in the Union. The Senate is the 
final judge, and not the state 
which elected him, whether a man 
is properly elected and duly quali- 
fied to be a Senator of the United 
States. 


That, whether Mr. Ellender ap- 
proves it or not, is one of the 
basic principles of the American 
Government. A state does n 
have an absolute sovereign right 
to send any one it pleases to the 
Senate. The sovereign rights of 
the state are limited in this re- 
spect by the Constitution of the 
United States. Mr. Bilbo, if he 
were seated. would not be the 
Senator of Mississippi but a Sen- 
ator of the United States; he 
would not be an officer o: the

state but an officer of the Union. 

There is no question, I think, 
that this is the fundamental prin- 
ciple of the case, It was estab- 
lished in the Philadelphia Con- 
vention which framed the Consti- 
tution. On June 26, 1787, Oliver 
Ellsworth of Connecticut moved 
that the salaries of Senators “be 
paid by their respective ‘ states” 
rather than “out of the national 
treasury.” The whole question 
which Mr. Ellender has in mind 
was raised concretely by. that mo- 
tion: If a Senator is the repre- 
sentative of a sovereign state, 
then his salary should be paid by 
his state; if he’s an officer of the 
United States, then his salary 
should be paid from the national 
Treasury. 


James Madison’s Fight. 


It was James Madison of Vir- 
ginia who led the opposition to 
“The mo- 
tion,” he said, “would make the 
Senate like Congress (he meant 
the Congress of the Articles of 
Conferedation) the mere agents 
and advocates of states’ interests 
and views, instead of being the 
impartial umpires and guardians 
of justice and general good.” 
Though the vote was clos@® (six 
states to five), Madison prevailed, 
and ever since then it has been 
the established doctrine that the 
Senate is not an assemblage of 
the agents of states but the organ 
of national Government. 


The question, of course, arises— 
and this point no doubt has trou- 
bled Mr. Ellender—as to how—if 
the Legislature of Mississippi 
chooses a Senator, or, as it is now 
under the Seventeenth Amend- 
ment, the voters of Mississippi—a 
Senator is, nevertheless, an officer 
of the 8 Government and 
not the agent of his state. The 
answer to that question was given 
by Senator Robert Morris in the 
First Congress when he said that 
“the legislatures were only the ma- 
chines to choose them. We were 
Senators of the United States and 
had nothing to do with one state 
more than another.” 


Officers of the Union. 


This view is confirmed by Judge 
Story in his famous Commentaries: 
“Each (Senator) is an officer of 
the Union, deriving his powers and 
qualifications from the Constitu- 
tion, and neither created by, de- 
pendent upon, or controllable by, 
the states.” 

What this all goes to prove is 
that Mr. Ellender is entitled to 
defend Bilbo, or even to say that 
he judges him to be duly elected 
and properly qualified to be a 
Senator of the United States. But 
he cannot, without opposing the 
principle of the Constitution, assert 
that the Senate, if it disagrees 
with him, is thereby denying to 
the State of Mississippi any sov- 


ereign Wight which it has possessed 
since it was admitted to the Union.

Springtime for Henry,’ Re- 
turning to American, Has 
Clever, Amusing Dialogue.

It was pleasant to see a couple 
of old friends at the American 
Theater again last night. Edward 
Everett Horton, the veteran movie 
character comedian, opened for a 
week’s run in “Springtime for 
Henry,” a revival of the Benn 
Levy comedy hit of 15 years ago 
which Horton uses for occasional 
outings from Hollywood. That 
neither Eddie nor “Henry” have 
lost their capacity to amuse was 
attested by the good, honest laugh- 
ter that continually shook the fair- 
sized audience, 

The play is an ideal vehicle for | 
Horton. It must be profitable, as 
it’s one of those ideal budget plays 
with only one set and four char- 
acters. Taken out of its at- 
mosphere bf a British comedy of 
manners, Americanized even 
though it retains its London set- 
ting, and played as a near-farce, 
it has clever enough dialogue to 
be quite funny. And it gives Hor- 
ton a chance for a display of that 
alternate fussiness, outraged’ in- 
slyness that are 
the hallmarks of his comedy. 

“Springtime for Henry” really 
needs his expert comic hand, as 
it has worn pretty thin through 
the years. It is the filmiest sort 
of froth, and the third act is 
palpably padded to fill out the 
play. The padding, however, is 
helped out immensely by some 
adroit pantomime by Horton, who 
demonstrates throughout he is a 
past master 6f stage business and 
underscoring an amusing line. 
For those not familiar with it, 
the play recounts, with the airiness 
of the Noel Coward school, the 
adventures in love of Henry Dew- 
lip, British motor car manufac- 
turer by inheritance and hard- 
working roue by preference. Mr. 
Dewlip, mesmerized by a new and 
pretty secretary who firmly an- 
nountes she stands for the “de- 
cent thing,” becomes a reformed 
man and drops the wife of his 
best friend as his inamorata, He 
is driven back to the friend’s wife 
by (1) the shock of discovering 
the secretary carried her passion 
for decency just a bit far by shoot- 
ing her French husband for bring- 
ing a couple of mistresses home 
to tea, and (2) the friend’s out- 
raged protests that he and his 
wife are no longer happy, now 
that she has been cast aside by 
her lover. That’s all there is to it, 
but there are lots of laughs in 
the telling. 

Horton receives first-class aid 
from Matthew Smith, an actor 
somewhat reminiscent of Reginald 
Denny, as Mr. Jeliwell, and Elaine

Dr. Sumter S. Arnim, professor 
of dentistry at Ohio State Univer- 
sity, played the recordings. He 
had had them made by attaching 
a microphone to a human head 
while teeth were being drilled. 

Pointing out that heat is the 
principal cause of pain during the 
preparation of cavities for filling, 
Dr. Arnim advised the dentists to 
use small drills at slow speeds and 
with light pressure, and to cool 
the tooth with a spray of water 
or air at body temperature. 

He said excessive heat fre- 
quently is caused by using burrs 
or abrasive stones which are too 
dull or too large, by revolving the 
drill at too great a speed, and by 
applying too much pressure while 
drilling.

1, 1856, at Rodman, Jefferson 
county, New York, the son of 
John and Fannie McBrier Wool- 

orth, 

Werne 5 and 10 Cent Store idea 
was credited to Frank Woolworth 
but the success of the enterprise 
was largely attributed to Charles, 
who began his career sweeping 
floors and tending fires at Water- 
town, N. T., for $4 a week.

Next it plans to make the re- 
public self sufficient agricultural- 
ly, and finally less dependent on 
the outside world industrially. 


“One of the greatest obstacles to 
the development of the country is 
the lack of adequate communica- 
tions,” Dr. Juan Pablo Perez Al- 
fonzo, minister of development, 
said in an interview. 


“The revolutionary government 
at once created a national highway 
commission, whose task was 
study, survey, plan and co-ordinate 
the development of communica- 
tions by land, air and water. 


“Some of the needs were £0 
obvious that we went to work at 
once. In the 14 months we have 
made a good beginning. There is 
a great deal more to do.”

For one thing, Venezuela has 
hopped into the competition for 
international air routes. 


“When the junta took over,” the 
cabinet officer said, “the Linea 
Aeropostal Venezolana, an airline 
with partial government owner- 
ship, had 11 planes in poor condi- 
tion. It now has 31 planes with 
much improved capacity. Then it 
had top daily load of 96 passengers 
and 14,000 kilograms of freight; to- 
day it can carry daily 700 passen- 
gers and 80,000 kilograms.” 


The LAV now has four inter- 
national routes: from Maiquetia, 
the Caracas airport on the Carib- 
bean, to New York by way of Ha- 
vana; from Maiquetia to Lisbon, 
Paris and Rome; from Maiquetia 
to Trinidad; and on a trial flight 
basis from Maiquetia to Rio de 
Janeiro and Buénos Aires.

SAARBRUCKEN, Germany, 
Jan. 7 (UP)—Seen against a back- 
drop of lifeless, war-scarred Ger- 
many, the Saarland today is a 
boom country. 

Coal production has reached 
almost 900,000 tons a month—just 
short of the 1936 peak of 1,000,000 
tons monthly. Since the French 
began giving the miners extra 


rations, retired miners and teen- 


agers have flocked underground. 


Today there are 50,490 miners in 
the Saar, some 7000 more than in 
1936, and mine owners still com-

tury B.C. Here is a poem replete with the 
smell of the barnyard and pungent with the 
sweat of the honest plowman, following his labor- 
ing oxen across the rocky field on a Greek penin- 
sula. This is no paean of gracious living, such 
as came later in the works of Xenophon, but the 
endless worry and care of the husbandman 
wresting his living from an unfriendly land. Yet 
there are here, as in all great literature of the 
soil, lessons in morality which the world might 
well heed today. To live in peace, to earn one’s 
daily bread and to grow old in honest labor— 
this is a simple enough philosophy, yet it in- 
spired the Roman Horace on his Sabine Farm 
and the greatest of all classic poets, Virgil, who 
paints in “The Georgics” the life of the Roman 
peasant against the background of the Italian 
landscape and the eternal round of farm labor.

We cannot expect them to be 
more unselfish than other human 
beings. We cannot expect them 
to live, as professional people, on 
less money than they could earn 
as skilled mechanics. 

We have given them very little 
recognition in our communities, 
but even if we had given them 
far more honor and esteem, that 
could not make up for an impos- 
sible economic situation which af- 
fects not only the teacher but his 
or her entire family.

UMPLINGS have a good repu- 
[) tation long standing. Their 

very name sounds intriguing 
and I've never seen an ambitious 
cook yet who didn't want to make 
them in a superior way. There 
are three varieties—boiled, baked 
and steamed. Let’s consider boiled 
ones today, Chicken and 
dumplings and those with beef 
stew are outstanding representa- 
tives. Boiled dumplings of the 
drop type should be as light as a 
feather and delicate but not to 
the point where they disintegrate 
right in their gravy. The reason 
why dumplings fall apart is usu- 
ally because fat was put into the 
batter or the batter is too wet. 
Dumplings cooked in a rich broth 
need no fat, The right consistency 
of the batter ig one of the secrets 
of success. It needs to be like 
that of a soft drop biscuit. If 
the batter is too stiff, the 
dumplings will be too sturdy. 


Dumplings require the support 
of the stewed chicken or beef to 
sit on while they cook and there 
needs to be enough liquid provid- 
ed to allow the dumplings to cook 
from its steam, for them to absorb 
some of it and have enough left 
for gravy. They need to be 
dropped into the stew quickly. 
And the trick to do this is to dip 
the spoon into the simmering 
broth each time after dropping 
one in to help the next dumpling 
slide off sleek. Clamp the lid 
on and leave it there until they 


‘have cooked. Then serve them 


immediately. Remember, too, 
that only so many dumplings can 
be made in so much stew. Just 
because we like them is no reason 
for making a whole raft of 
dumplings when there is only one 
chicken in the pot.

I asked him near the end of the inst semester. 

“Fairly well,“ he replied. “We,just had a test today but 
I don't think I did better than average.” 

“Why not?” I challenged. “I thought you were pretty good 
in that subject.” 

“Well, I'll tell you why not,” he answered, “Over half the 
members of the class today were cheating. The teacher sat 
up in front, but either she is near sighted and can't see what 
goes on, or else she doesn't care. Those of us who refuse to 
cheat are handicapped. It’s hard for us to compete with the 
answers copied right out of the book.”

WE HAVE BEEN in an age of lawlessness and cheating 
for more than a decade. Disrespect for law and order has in- 
creased, partly because our supposed leaders have failed to 
set a good example. Our youth today often seem to feel that 
it is perfectly proper to cheat, with no penalty resulting unless 
they are caught. They apparently feel no twinges of con- 
acience. 

At Northwestern U. Professor L. W. Wehb conducted an 
“honesty” test a few years ago. He gave his large class of 
students an exam. Then he collected the papers, and noted 
the errors. But he put no marks on the test papers. At the 
next class, he passed them back to their owners with the re- 
port that he would let the students grade themselves. 

While he read the correct answers, the college men and 
women were to tabulate their own mistakes. Then he collected 
the quiz papers and compared the final marks thereon with 
his previous ratings. 

Shocking as it may seem, almost one-third of the entire 
class had cheated by erasing some of their wrong answers and 
inserting the correct replies while he was reading the right 
answers. 

If over 30 per cent of these Northwestern students, who 
supposedly came from the best type of American homes, would 
thus cheat when placed on their honor, is it any wonder that 
George reports more than 50 per cent of his high school class- 
mates doing the same thing?

living remains at the present level. 
In fact, some warnings have been 
issued that we'll be lucky to have 
such big pockets to dip deep into 
as we pay the mounting bills. 
After all, we are getting more 
yardage, better fabrics and finer 
workmanship for our money—and 
what compensation is there for 
the high price of butter? 


Greeting the visitors on the 
opening day yesterday were Mayor 
William O’Dwyer, Grover E. Wha- 
len, Leonora Corbett, English ac- 
tress, and dress labor leader Ju- 
lius Hochman, who pointed out 
that New York is clothing 78 per 
cent of the nation’s women, and 
said that with rising costs of 
material as well as labor the price 
of clothing may go even higher 
before it goes lower.

How It Started

“PUPPY” 

“Puppy,” of course, refers to a 
young dog. Figuratively it is also 
used as a slighting epithet, parti- 
cularly in its abbreviated form, 

However, “puppy” means 

Time and usage, peerless 
alchemists of language, turned the 
word for doll into the term for 
dog. Here is the story of the 
process by which this occurred. 

“We have puppy” from the 
French word Poupee meaning 
“doll.” Rooted in tne Latin 
“puppa,” the French word has 
cognates meaning “doll” in other 
European languages, as the Dutch 
“pop” and the Magyar buba.“ 

When the French “poupee” came 
into English, modified to puppy.“ 


it at first meant “doll” here too. 


Soon this came to mean not only 
a doll, but a toy or a plaything. 
And so it came to be applied to 
a toy dog, a sense not valid in the 
French source word. 

Soon the connotation of “dog” 


grew in “puppy,” to the extent 
that when one person called an- 
other a “puppy” there might be 
some question as to whether the 
designation was complimentary or 
otherwise! Another form of the 
original, “puppet,” did away with 
the ambiguity, meaning “doll!” 

Between these two terms, usage 
gradually erected a wall of dis- 
tinction. On one side was “puppy” 
meaning a young dog — on the 
other was “puppet” for “doll.” 
Each retained its distinctive sig- 
nificance, However “puppet” 
added complications with the 
marionette puppets which de- 
veloped the figurative meaning of 
a puppet under someone else’s 
control!

Of Your Child

HEN a child offends correct 
W nim privately. The main sup- 

port of the human spirit is 
self-respect and self-respect leans 
hard on the good opinion of the 
neighbors. The thought of what 
the neighbors would think, and 
say, of the loss of friends’ ap- 
plause and affection, the feeling 
that people we care for will be 
shocked and displeased, keeps 
many a weak spirit on the right 
road, 

When a child feels he has lost 
the respect and the good opinion 
of people, especially the people he 
loves, he thinks he has nothing 
left to try for and sinks into ‘de- 
pression, listlessness and some- 
times, rebellion, Failure to win 
success makes some children an- 
gry at themselves and all those 
who know about him. He fights 
back at the failure that disgraced 
him. 
Children should not be disgraced 
when they make a mistake. They 
should be taken aside, in private, 
have their mistake explained and 
be shown how to do better. Re- 
primands that leave a child feel- 
ing lost are certainly not helpful. 
What we want to do is to 
strengthen and enlighten him so 
that he can avoid mistakes and 
when we depress him and allow 
him to feel the world is against 
him we are working harm instead 
of creating power. ° 

Make matters of correction pri- 
vate matters, secrets between you 
and the child and keep those se- 
erets. Don't tell Aunt Milly, don’t 
tell grandma, and never, never 
tell the neighbors. Don’t tell about 
children’s mistakes and laugh 
about them. Respect the children’s 
feelings, protect their self respect, 
and so win and keep their confi- 
dence, Remember, children will 
not trust a parent or relative who 
tells their secrets, who shames 
them before people. 

Visitors often ask questions a- 
bout the children. Some people are 
really interested and have no 
mean feeling about other folk’s 
children but there are people who 
pry into children’s lives and are 
pleased to find Something wrong 
with them so that they can feel 
that their own children shine by 
comparison, Don't tell visitors 
about the children’s weak points, 
Stress their good ones if you must 
talk about them at all. 

Praise the children as often as 
you honestly can, otherwise say 
as little as possible and say that 
little. privately.

HERE were several ways of 
making the game contract in 
today’s deal, but the declarer 
selected a losing play. 
NORTH 
South, dealer 
Both sides vulnerable 


The bidding: 
South Weat North 
1 heart Pass 2clubsa 
3 diamonds Pass 3 hearts 
4 hearts Pass Pass 


West opened the spade jack. The 
blank ace won and declarer ruffed 
a low diamond in dummy, then 
discarded a club on the spade 
king. He ruffed a spade low in 
his own hand and ruffed another 
diamond, then led dummy’s last 
spade. Despite the fact that West 
had played the spade ten on the 
last lead of the suit, declarer now 
risked another low ruff. West 
promptly over-ruffed and returned 
a trump, and from that point on, 
no matter how he played, declarer 
was doomed to be a trick short of 
his contract. 

To repeat, there was more than 
one logical line of play that de- 
clarer could have chosen, but even 
as he started out, he could have 
brought in the necessary ten tricks 
by ruffing the last spade from 
dummy with an honor instead of 
the low trump. West's best de- 
fense against this would be to dis 
card a diamond but now if de 
clarer cashed the diamond ace and 
led another round of the suit, 
West would be helpless. He could 
ruff in, over dummy, but if he 
returned a trump declarer could 
draw two rounds and then lead a 
good diamond; whereas if West 
led the king and seven of clubs, 
declarer would be sure to make 
his remaining low trump for the 
tenth trick. 

The crux of the situation from 
South's point of view was to make 
sure that dummy’s third trump 
could not be prematurely removed 
by the defenders.

cheating, for young people have a strange code of ethics which 
make them unwilling to tattle on their own classmates, even 
though lawlessness is taking place. So it is a teacher's re- 
sponsibility to see that no cheating occurs during examinations. 
Very few people ever cheated successfully in my psychology 
classes during almost 20 years of university teaching, even 
though my classes often ran above the 150 mark, 

For I gave alternate examinations, so no student was 
taking the same quiz as his neighbors at the same time. And 
I used True-False and “multiple choice” exams where they had 
to work against time. Meanwhile, I patrolled the room con- 
stantly instead of lazily reading a book at my desk. 

It's just as much an indictment of teachers when cheating 
occurs in their rooms, as it is of governmental administration 
when stealing takes place. Such teachers are inefficient.
